Court Rules Company Must Provide Data 


G eneral Telephone Co. 
announced Wednesday that 
they would be filing 
ap­ 
plications with Plano and 15 
other cities in the North 
Dallas suburban area for a 
rate hike of approximately 
30 percent. 
At almost the sam e time, 
the State Supreme Court was 
upholding a decision by the 
Garland city council to deny 
a rate increase to General 
Telephone unless 
General 
supplies 
inform ation 
on 
which the rates were based. 
In 
announcing 
the 
proposed 
ra te 
in c re ase , 
General’s metroplex general 
m anager Lowell R. Newman 
indicated the company also 
would request that they be 
allowed to charge customers 
the higher rates while the 
application 
is 
being 
con­ 
sidered . 
Newman said the com ­ 
pany would do so under bond 
and pointed out that if final 
rates 
are 
different 
from 
those requested, the com ­ 
pany 
would 
m ake 
a d ­ 
justments. 


It was one year ago to the 
day that General Telephone 
began its series of rate hikes 
by applying to the various 
suburban cities, beginning 
with Irving. At that time, 
General officials promised 
they 
would 
not 
ask 
for 
another increase before Oct. 
15 of this year. 


“ The increase will give 
G en e ral 
an 8.9 p erc en t 
return on the fair value of 
property, compared with the 
present 6.6 percent return,” 
N e w m a n 
c o m m e n t e d . 
“We’re asking the cities to 
set early dates to discuss the 
applications and determine 
rate structures as soon as 
possible.” 


Newman went on to say 
that each exchange will have 
a different base upon which 
the rates m ust be structured 
and that this would result in 
some cities having different 
rates than those in neigh­ 
boring communities. 
The differing rates will 
stem from the results of a 
1973 court case involving

Supreme Court decision, a 
civil appeals court ruling 
was upheld in which the

Voting Record

LONGVIEW-Jim 
Glas­ 
gow, Republican challenger 
for state senator, told a news 
conference this morning that 
incum bent S tate S enator 
Peyton McKnight had a “no 
voting” record and failed to 
show up for work at the 
Texas 
Constitutional 
Con­ 
vention. 
M cKnight, 
a 
Tyler 
resident, represents Plano in 
the State Senate. 
Giving figures from a 
record vote analysis on all 
181 delegates on the 36 most 
important issues, Glasgow 
said the present senator was 
recorded as voting only 13 
times and had 
“no vote 
re c o rd e d ’’ 
or 
“ excused 
absence” 23 times. 
He refered often to the 
present senator as ihe “giant 
killer.” 
McKnight 
earned 
this title last session when he 
alm ost 
single 
handedly 
killed the oil field unitization 
bill in the senate. McKnight 
is 
an 
independent 
oil 
operator 
“When his own oil wells, 
when his own money was at 


stake, he climbed up the 
beanstalk 
and 
killed 
the 
giant,” 
Glasgow 
charged. 
“ But when the Texas Con­ 
stitution was at stake and 
our $4 million was being 
spent upon it, the ‘giant 
killer’ slid down the bean­ 
stalk 23 tim es and ran 
aw ay.” 
Glasgow said he is not a 
“giant killer,” but promised 
to work much harder than 13 
times out of 36 
He 
a d m itte d 
th at 
McKnight may have a good 
excuse and m ay have a 
better attendance record for 
the entire session on less 
important issues. But he said 
“we are listening to hear it.” 
Glasgow also said he had 
been urged not to run on the 
g rounds 
th a t 
M cKnight 
should 
not 
have 
been 
req u ired 
to 
spend 
the 
necessary time and money 
for billboards and c a m ­ 
paigning for re-election. 
“ I also w as a d v is e d ,” 
Glasgow added, 
“ th a t I 
would just lose friends for 
the Texas Republican party 
by causing all this trouble 
running for office.”

C ranberry, 42, began his

From the start, he's faced 
the same problems 
lack of 
cam paign 
funds, 
lack 
of 
recognition from voters, and 
a lack of an issue that could 
get the voters angry enough 
at Briscoe to make them 
listen to other candidates. 
The fa th e r of five children, 
he was the youngest mayor 
ever elected in Ixibbock in 
1970, and headed that c ity ’s 
rebuillding e ffo rts after a 
tornado struck the downtown 
area four ye a rs ago He was 
vice president of the Texas 
M unicipal league, a position 
that should have put him in 
good standing w ith c ity 
leaders across the state.

C ranberry 
has repeatedly 
pointed out one c h a ra c ­ 
teristic which he said should

Failure of supporters to

He had hoped that his 
yearlong travels around 
Texas would acquaint voters 
with him, saying, “give us a 
few months on the campaign 
trail, let the people pick and 
choose which is the better 
m an.” 
Cranberry’s only previous 
experience with

The purpose of this letter 
is 
to 
help 
c larify 
any 
misunderstanding or answer 
any questions some people 
may 
have 
regarding 
the 
school bond election to be 
held Saturday. 
First of a ll, let me say I did 
have the opportunity 
to 
serve on the Citizens School 
Facilities Committee. I must 
admit that prior to serving 
on the committee I had no 
idea of the needs of our 
school district and probably 
would 
have thought 
very 
seriously on which way I 
wanted to vote on Oct. 19. 
However, after serving on 
the Committee there is no 
doubt in my mind that both 
of these propositions must be 
passed for Plano to continue 
its 
excellent 
school 
program. I have studied this 
situation 
very 
thoroughly 
and 
base 
my 
recom ­ 
mendation on the following: 
1, Plano has doubled its 
school enrollment from 1970 
to 1974 and is expected to 
nearly double again in the 
1975 to 
1978 period. 
The 
approval 
of 
both 
propositions will ensure our 
children adequate facilities 
for quality education. 
2. The bonds are to be sold 
as needed over a four year 
time period. This means that 
if bonds are not needed they 
will not be sold. This is not a 
one-year program. It should 


cover the needs of the school 
district through 1978. 
3. The cost 
is m inim al 
(a p p ro x im a te ly $ 1.75 per 
month or $21.00 annually for 
$30,000 home) compared to 
investment in our children’s 
continuing education.

These 
schools 
and 
facilities need to be started 
as soon as possible because 
each year construction costs 
are higher. 
If we waited 
another year the $24,970,000 
bond 
p ro g ra m 
we 
now 
propose would probably cost 
$25,715,000 because of higher 
construction costs. I do not 
believe we can afford to w ait 
based on the costs alone. We 
could nearly afford to build a 
school and let it stand empty 
because of the increase in 
construction costs. 


I would like to add that I 
am not connected in any way 
with the school board but 
that I am a concerned citizen 
who is interested in seeing 
that my children receive a 
quality education. I heartily 
endorse both propositions in

String art is a new way to use 
ordinary string and cord. It isn't 
difficult, and the effect can be 
spectacular. Use imagination to 
come up with interesting de­ 
signs or 
find 
inspiration 
for 
simple outline designs in a col­ 
oring book. 


Supplies: String and cord of 
various sizes and weights, liquid 
or powder Rit dye, white glue, 
masonite or heavy cardboard, 
pastel colored felt or fabric. 


G eneral directions: Decide on 
a variety of related and con­ 
trasting colors and prepare dye 
solutions for coloring lengths of 
string. For each color, add 4 
teaspoons liquid dye or Vi tea­ 
spoon powder dye to one quart 
hot tap water. Stir short lengths 
of white cord or string in dye 
solution for 8 to IO minutes 
(heavy or tightly twisted cord 
and dark colors may require 
extra time). Rinse thoroughly 
in cold water and dry looped 


over a hanger or on paper tow­ 
els. Note: To keep long pieces 
of string from tangling and dye­ 
ing unevenly, make a skein as 
for yarn about 18 inches long. 
Insert wooden rods or sticks at 
ends and rotate up and down in 
dye solution. 


Cover board with felt or fab­ 
ric. Lightly draw design outline 
onto fabric with a pencil. F o l­ 
lowing design outline and work­ 
ing on one small area at a time, 
apply small amounts of glue to 
fabric and work the string into 
a simple line, circle or zigzag 
pattern. Knots or raveled out 
string can be used for special 
effects. Press string lightly into 
place and allow to set. Continue 
applying glue and string until 
entire design is filled in. To 
complete wall hanging, make a 
border with several 
rows of 
dyed string and add a picture 
hanger to the back. When dry, 
spray with protective plastic or 
acrylic coating, if desired.

Plano, Denison Series at 2-2; 


Do You Remember in 1928? 


A rubber match between 
the Plano Wildcats and 
Denison 
Y ellow jackets 
reflects a bit of yesteryear 
and today when the teams 
meet at Wildcat Stadium, 
Friday at 8 p.m. 
In the last two meetings of 
the District 13-AAAA teams, 
Plano has won. However, in 
1927 and 1928, Denison swept 
games from the locals. 
That’s looking a long way 
back but a fact is a fact, the 
series standing between the 
two teams is 2-2. Plano is a 
runaway favorite to take the 
series edge Friday, rated a 
30 point favorite over the 
North 
Texas 
Denison 
Yellowjackets. 
Several of the coaches in 
District 
13-AAAA 
were 
predicting Denison to be a 
sleeper 
this 
season. 
However, 
thus 
far two 
games into loop play and the 
fifth game into the season, 
Denison has surprised no 
one. 
The Yellowjackets lost 
their season opener against 
a strong Haltom City team 
28-0. They followed with a 
narrow defeat to Irving 
Nimitz 20-19. 
In their third pre-district 


game, the Yellowjackets 
gave AAA ranked McKinney 
a scare but still lost 28-26. 
Since 
that 
game, 
the 
McKinney Lions lost their 
top ten ranking in AAA and 
were floundering before 
beating Gainesville Oct. ll 
28-0. 
In their only game win of 
the season, Denison beat 
lowly ranked Paris Wildcats 
14-0. Last week against 
Lewisville, Denison was 
narrowly edged 21-14 in last 
quarter heroics 
by 
the 
Fighting Farmers. 
In the last two meetings 
between Plano and Denison, 
the game was a runaway in 
1972 with the Wildcats on top 
34-12. Last year in a rain and 
slop 
game 
at 
Wildcat 
Stadium, Plano narrowly 
edged the Yellowjackets 7-0 
with the defense scoring the 
touchdown. 
However, neither team is 
the same and both teams are 
noticeably improved over 
last year versions. 
No other team in District 
13-AAAA has allowed more 
points scored against their 
defense than the Denison 
Y e llo w ja c k e ts . 
Both 


allowed 
104 points 
and 
Denison is a team that has 
traditionally boasted strong 
defensive units while letting 
the offense run shakey. 


The Denison defense will 
be going against the highest 
scoring unit in 
13-AAAA, 
Plano’s 
with 
94 
points 
scored. 


Denison’s offense is the 
improved 
piece 
of 
machinery this year, they 
scored 73 points on their five 
opponents 
to 
date, 
the 
second best in the district. 
However, 
Denison’s 
of­ 
fensive unit will be going 
against Plano’s top-rated 
defensive unit which has 
allowed only 12 points and 
one 
touchdown 
in 
five 
games. 


Denison was 4-6 last year 
and 
boasted 
their 
top 
defensive years ever. They 
established a school record 
of allowing 1653 yards total 
offense and 998 yards to 
opponent’s rushers. 
Denison counts 15 retur­ 
ning lettermen from last 
year’s unit. Standouts to 
date have been Erie Warner 


at tailback, a sprinter who 
averaged five-yards per 
carry in 1973 at end. As a 
receiver last year, Warner 
caught passes for a 15-yard 
average. 


Billy Fleming is another 
Denison 
returner, 
the 
District 13-AAAA 440-yard 
champion in 1973. Fleming is 
a two-way starter which sees 
wingback duty on the of­ 
fense. 
Fleming is small, 
weighing 130 lb. 


Denison 
runs 
the 
1- 
formation with variations in 
slot and pro form. Steve 
White, who started two 
games last year, is quar­ 
terback and has 
Larry 
Adams at 
fullback and 
tailbacks Erie Warner and 
Terry Garner to help him 
out. 


Denison boasts Stanley 
Hunt, 6-7 and 230 lb. at 
defensive end with Jeff 
Thomason, 6-4 and 210 lb 
playing on the other side of 
the front four on Denison’s 4- 
3 defense.

Denison’s team averages 
165-170 lb. with some speed.
